Stores Broken Into. 

Burglars, or rather sneak thieves, 
have again visited Bethel and car¬ 
ried off considerable plunder. A 
gang of three entered the stores of 
J. U. Purington, C. C, Bryant, the 
Bisbee mill and the barber shop of 
H. H, Brown, last Sunday night. 
Mr. Purington was the heaviest 
loser* considerably over one hun¬ 
dred dollars worth of goods was 
taken* mostly knives* with some 
clothing shoes, etc. 

At Bryant’s several watches, also 
knives, guns, cigars* canned goods 
and steak enough for their break¬ 
fasts was taken and at Brown’s 
about thirty razors. 

The gang was evidently an or¬ 
ganized dhe, and is doubtless gather¬ 
ing stock for < notion stores in near 
by cities. From the ransacking 
which was done at the various places 
it is evident that they were at it 
nearly all night. Burned matches 
were found all over the different 
places even to the attic of the Pur¬ 
ington store. 

The escape was made by means of 
a hand-cur which was stolen from j 


the Grand Trunk shed. Near-by 
residents heard the hand-car leave 
the station about four o’clock in the 
morning, but a discovery of the 
stealing was not made until about 
seven o’clock. The news was wired 
to the near-by towns, and Constable 
H. A. Packard went down the line 
in the morning in search of them. 
The hand-car was dumped into the 
brdok at the foot of Blake hill, and 
tracks discovered leading to the 
wodds, 

A party was organized and the 
Woods searched. The thieves were 
tracked for some ways in the vicini¬ 
ty df Chandler Hill, and finally it 
was discovered that a team had 
driven rapidly away from one of the 
old logging camps in that vicinity, 
and it is the opinion of the officers 
that said team took away the 
plunder.

Not only the 
goods taken at Bethel, but consider¬ 
able other plunder, the accumulation 
of other plundering, was found. Mr. 
Swan was out gunning and came up¬ 
on the goods by mere accident.

Waste by Forest Fires, * 
The average destruction by for¬ 
est fires in this country is estimated 
at $25,000,000 or more annually, It 
is impossible to prevent all this 
waste—in some "respects the worst 
that fire,can cause, because It takes 
years to replace it—just as it is im¬ 
possible to establish conditions' 
Whereby all other forms of property 
shall be -protectel against this agent 
of destruction, but it undoubtedly is 
possible to enforce a policy or poli¬ 
cies to very appreciably reduce the 
danger and the loss if once the pub¬ 
lic is brought to realize- the gravity 
of the situation. 

In Germany and France these ex¬ 
periences are guarded against in 
large measure, because the govern¬ 
ments have strict forestry laws and 
the forests are well policed and vigi¬ 
lantly cared for. Here the general 
governement can do little except on 
its own preserves, and the Work of 
protection must be left to the States, 
which as yet do not seem to have 
risen to a sense of their responsibili¬ 
ties.—Boston Transcript,

and Leas Work Than Formerly. 

For many reasons well known, 
our soils will not produce paying 
ttop* If planted to the a&me thing 
year after year. Since the reasons 
for crop failures have become 
known and the discovery that one 
crop may fertilise the land for an¬ 
other, rotation has taken the place 
of fallowing and all the land is 
farmed every year. 

The simplest wheat rotation is to 
grow potatoes one or two years and 
wheat one year instead of growing 
so many potatoes grow peas one 
year and wheat the next. 

Planting peas and wheat alter¬ 
nate, years has proven a very suo- 
ceBsfal rotation In the San Luis val¬ 
ley. One of the best wheat rotations 
for general conditions would be to 
seed the land to alfalfa, leaving it 
In the crop from three to five years. 
Then plow the alfalfa and plant to 
wheat two years, seeding alfalfa 
again with the second crop of grain. 
Wheat Is considered a better nurse 
crop for alfalfa than any - other 
grain, because It produces less stem 
or bottom leaves to shade the young 
alfalfa. Many of onr people have 
used oats as a nurse crop for alfalfa 
but the custom is going out.

When Storing Vegetable*. 

It is not a good pl&n to store vege¬ 
tables and fruit in the same cellar. 
It may be convenient to have them 
near together, but they do not keep 
well. Apples should have a cooler 
place than potatoes. Fruits gen¬ 
erally keep best where the tempera¬ 
ture is low and rot badly if It is too 
high. Sweet potatoes, squashes and 
pumpkins will endure a high tem¬ 
perature, but must have it dry. The 
requirements of the different vege¬ 
tables or fruits must be considered. 
There should be at least two roomB 
in the cellar and It Is beter still if 
there are three, as It can not be ex¬ 
pected that any one room can be 
really good for more than one kind 
of storage, either warm or cold. 
The amount of moisture needed is 
another consideration. Squashes 
and sweet potatoes must have a dry 
place, but turnips, beets and pota¬ 
toes should have some moisture to 
keep them from, shriveling. So It 
will be seen that It Is not an easy 
matter to arrange for the good of 
them all.—Farmer’s Voice.
